The  pasl  two  years  of  the  ('iiiciiiiiati  Library  Society 
for  the  Blind  have  been  busy  and  interesting  ones, 
d'he  four  weekly  meetings  of  tlie  blind  lield  at  the 
Public  Library  are  eagerly  looked  ft>rward  to,  not  only  by 
the  blind,  but  by  the  volunteer  workers  who  conduct 
them.  At  three  of  these  meetings  the  new  books  and 
current  events  are  read.  The  fourth  meeting  is  held  for 
the  purpose  of  teaching  the  embossed  type,  pencil  writing, 
sewing,  knitting,  etc.,  and  to  meet  tho.se  who  are  in 
trouble  and  need  assistance.  Some  are  sent  to  oculists 
who  very  kindly  give  their  services  (arrangements  being 
made  for  care  in  hospitals  when  necessary) ; others  are 
helped  with  clothing  and  jjrovisions.  .\t  this  meeting 
needlework  sent  from  the  Ohio  Commission  for  the  Blind 
at  Columbus  is  distributed  to  the  women,  and  they  are 
given  checks  which  the  Commission  has  sent  in  payment 
for  their  finished  work.  The  Commi.ssion  also  employs  a 
home  teacher  for  those  who  are  not  able  to  come  to  the 
Library. 

In  addition  to  these  meetings  a sjjecial  entertainment  is 
given  each  month,  and  a picnic  at  ('lovernook  Home  for 
the  Blind  in  .luiie.  The  Cincinnati  Traction  (’o.  most 
generously  gives  eight  hundred  tickets  each  month  to  the 
blind  and  their  guides  that  these  meetings  may  be  attended. 
For  several  years  Mrs.  S.  Major  Xewburgh  has  most 
unselfishly  loaned  her  automobile  every  Friday  morning 
that  those  without  guides  may  be  brought  to  the  class. 
Mrs.  B.  ,Vram.  Mrs.  Sidney  Bing,  Mrs.  .lohn  B.  Hollister 
and  Miss  Eleanor  Gholson  have  also  generously  given 
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tlioir  cars  for  this  purpose.  It  means  a great  deal  to  those 
wlu)  are  shut  in  to  he  able  to  mingle  with  others  a few 
liours  each  week. 

When  this  Library  Society  was  first  organized,  a small 
collection  of  books  m Line  Letter  was  [)urchased,  and 
some  were  given  to  the  organization  making  a total  of 
one  hundred  and  eight  titles.  This  was  the  first  embo.s.sed 
tyjK'  used,  being  invented  by  \ alentine  Ilauy  in  the 
eighteenth  century.  Since  then  other  tyjjes  have  been 
imented  which  are  more  easily  and  (piickly  read,  and  so 
have  taken  the  place  of  the  Line  L(>tter.  .Vs  the.se  books 
were  no  longer  circulated  it  was  decided  to  give  them  to 
some  of  the  older  blind  who  would  enjoy  and  ap))reciate 
them,  as  sliown  in  extracts  from  letters  received:

"I  read  Line  Letter  as  rapidly  as  I can  talk,  and  love  it  beyond  any 
system,  for  it  was  the  first  rai.sed  type  to  come  beneath  my  fingers,  and 
I am  thankful  for  the  volumes  received  from  your  collection.  May  1 
also  embrace  this  opportunity  to  expre.ss  my  personal  gratitude  for  all 
that  this  Library  has  meant  to  me.  I borrow  books  from  its  shelves 
constantly,  and  the  loans  from  (’incinnati  have  been  of  incalculable 
profit  and  |>Ieasure  to  me." 


New  books  are  added  in  Revised  Braille  and  New  York 
Boint  as  rapidly  as  they  are  i)nl)lished.  Mr.  Charles 
Boldl  very  kindly  gave  five  hniulred  corrugated  boxe.s  to 
he  n.sed  in  sending  these  books  through  the  mail  to  blind 
readers  in  many  states.  The  catalogues  jjrinted  in  New 
York  Point  and  Revi.sed  Braille  have  ])roved  to  be  the 
greatest  help  to  the.se  borrowers.  As  some  are  deaf  as 
well  as  blind,  and  some  live  alone,  it  would  be  very  hard 
to  have  an  ink  print  catalogue  read  to  them.  The  com- 
mittee on  work  for  the  blind  of  the  American  Library 
A.s.sociation  have  done  much  toward  iTicreasing  the 
literature  in  Revised  Braille. 

The  .Vtlanta  ('ommission  for  the  Blind  asked  our 
Society  to  loan  a collection  of  the.se  books  to  see  if  they 
would  be  sufficiently  read  to  justify  their  establishing  an 
Embo.ssed  Library.  The  first  loan  of  thirty  books  was 
sent  them  a short  time  ago.  It  has  been  the  jirivilege  of 
this  Society  to  help  in  this  way  and  thus  lead  to  the 
establishment  of  such  libraries  in  several  states. 

While  Cincinnati  still  has  a few  blind  beggars  on  the 
streets,  there  are  a great  many  blind  men  and  women 
regularly  emjjloyed  and  giving  excellent  service  in  the 
following  positions:  .Judge  of  Municipal  Court,  mmsic 

teacher  in  the  department  for  the  Blind  in  the  Public 
Schools,  one  in  charge  of  Commuidty  Singing,  four  Fire 
Insurance  men,  one  operating  a .store  in  Reading  and 
one  in  Hartwell,  one  raising  birds  and  making  house 
screens,  one  at  the  Alms  & Doei>ke  Co.,  one  at  the  II.  & S. 
Pogue  Co.,  one  with  the  Withrow  Reed  Mfg.  Co.,  three  at 


tlie  Werner  liidiislries  Co.,  six  at  tlie  IJaldwiii  I’iano  ('o., 
one  in  the  reed  basket  business,  several  indei)endent 
piano  tuners,  sixty-five  women  doing  needlework  for  the 
('oinniission,  numerous  men  .selling  newsi)apers,  several 
salesmen,  twenty-four  men  in  the  workshop  for  the  blind, 
fifteen  women  in  the  weaving  and  j)rinting  shoj)s  at 
Clovernook,  and  until  reeeutly  one  instruetor  in  the  haw 
Department  at  the  University. 

In  .lune  at  a Convention  of  the  Workers  for  the  Hlind 
at  \'inton,  Iowa,  there  was  established  a country-wide 
organization  for  supplementing  and  co-operating  with  all 
activities  in  behalf  of  the  blind  to  be  known  as  the  Ameri- 
can Uoundalion  for  the  Hlind. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  more  efficient  teachers  for 
the  blind,  a course  of  lectures  was  started  last  winter  at 
the  Harvard  University.  Since  then  similar  courses  have 
been  given  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Peabody 
College  and  Columbia  College.  Efforts  are  being  made 
throughout  the  country  to  hel|>  the  blind  in  every  possible 
way — .schools,  libraries,  homes,  worksho])s,  etc.
